Eight Cambodians Killed, 16 Wounded. . . 
Second Bombing Mistake 
In 2 4 Hours Made^By U.S. 


PHNOM PENH. Cambodia 
(AP) — A CS F ill struck a 
friendly village Tuesday in 
another bombing error near the 
(amhodian naval base where a 
misdireeted American air strike 
left more than 400 casualties. 
The second bombing mistake 
in 24 hours killed eight persons 
and wounded IB in a village on a 
Mekong River island. Cambo­ 
dian military sources said The* 
island was six miles from Neak 
I.iiong, the town where the C.S 
Embassy said a H52's bombs 
killed 137 persons and wounded 
118 Monday 
In Washington, a Pentagon 
.spokesman said the bombs 
droppt'd on the island village 
Tuesday fell 1.800 teet from the 
intended target on the west bank 
of the Mekong River 
The .spokesman. Jerry W 
Friedheim. gave no casualty 
figures for the second accidental 
bombing. He .said it appeared 
that the off-target bombing may 
have been caused by an equip­ 
ment malfunction He said it was 
not yet known what the malfunc­ 
tion was. 
The C.S Embassy said 50 of 
the 1.37 killed in the Neak I.uong 
bombing were government 
soldiers At least 137 of the 2H8 
wounded were government 
troops, the embassy said 
(’ambodian officers in Neak 
I.uong said 189 men. women and 
children were killed and 315 
woundtHl At least 96 of the dead 
were government soldiers, the 
oificers .said 
By either count, the error was 
the worst bombing accident of 
the Indochina war. The US. 
bombing of the South Viet­ 
namese village of Lang Vei in 
1967 killed 83 villagers and 
wounded 176. 
Tuesday's second accidental 
bombing was on Tachor Island. 
SIX miles upstream from Neak 
Luong on the Mekong River 
A U.S. Embassy spokesman. 
Donald Soergel. said the em­ 
bassy was told of the second re­ 
cent bombing accident "I do not 
wish to talk about it until we 
have more information.” he 
added 
Cambodians returning from 
Neak Luong. 32 miles southeast 
of Phnom Penh, said a C S. of­ 
ficer visited the island to inspect 
bombing damage from the se­ 
cond reported accident 


“ He admitted it was a mis­ 
take." said one of the Cam­ 
bodians 


No fighting was reported on 
(he island at the time of the 
strike C S. warplanes, including 
H52s. were bombing both banks 
of the river, where Communist- 
led insurgents have been 
reported 


A photographer who went to 
Neak Luong after Monday’s 
bombing said 50 per cent of the 
town of some 7.000 soldiers and 
civilians was destroyed or badly 
damaged 


He said the main street was 
reduced to rubble Some sur­ 
vivors ran when they heard air­ 
craft approaching. They thought 


the planes were returning to 
bomb the village again, said the 
photographer 
Cambodian officers in Neak 
Luong said two B52s bombed the 
town, not one B52 as the U.S. 
Embassy reported. The officers 
said 60 bombs hit the town and 
that all but three exploded 
A U.S. attache who visited 
Neak Luong four hours after the 
bombing said the bombing 
resulted from “ human or 
mechanical error.” 
Damage was not extensive, 
said the attache, Col. David H E. 
Opker, 47. of Baltimore, Md. He 
initially estimated the casualties 
at 150, including 25 to 65 killed. 
“ People were sad, but they 
accepted that this is war and 
the.se things happen," Opfer 
said. “There was no animosity. I 
tried to say I was sorry. But how 
can you say you’re sorry?"

Head Start Taking School To Child

Lincoln’s Read Start program, 
which for the past several years 
has brought the young child to 
the school, is taking a new twist 
this fall — it's going to take the 
school to the child 


The federally funded program, 
wtiii h has lH*en considered here 
and elsewhere one of the shining 
successes of the war on poverty, 
was designed to 0ve children 
from low-income backgrounds a 
“ head start" on kindergarten. 


In Lincoln during the past four 
years, that has meant providing 
in-school experiences for four- 
year-olds. 
But this year, the Lincoln 
program w ill try on an 
experimental basis sending three 
teachers into the homes of 40 
children — all 3-vear-olds — to 
help parents learn what they can 
do to boost their youngster's 
physical and mental develop­ 
ment 


The new “home-based” Head 
Start operation, said Shirlie 
Hutcherson in an interview, is 
designed to do two things 


“ One.” she said, “ is to provide 
learning experiences for the 
ehild in his home. 


“Second," she added, “ is to 
assist the parent in planning 
experiences they can carry 
on . . . to assist parents in 
refining their skills as teachers 
of their children” 
Mrs Hutcherson, director of 
the Lincoln Public Si'hools por­ 
tion of Head Start, also noted 
this will be the first year that 
children as young as three will 
be accepted into the program. 


On a smaller scale, the Malone 
( enter Head Start program will 
also try its hand at a home-based 
approach. It will send teachers 
into the homes of 10 children age 
1 and 2. 


“Early childhood education 
research indicates gains are 
greater when the parent is highly 
involved as a teacher of his 
child." said Mrs Hutcherson. 


"We don't know if the home- 
based approach w ill be 
successful." she said candidly 
“we've sold people on the school 
situation in the past ' 
For that reason, she said. Lin­ 
coln decided on a small-scale ap 
proach this fall “to see ii it 
works” 


While the home-based 
program Is tried, the more 
traditional Head Start program 


will he operated in three schools 
— Clinton, FJIiott and Park — 
for 140 children 4-years-old. 


The Malone Center will also 
operate a Head Start day care 
program for about 25 chiidren 
In both the in-school and 
home-based approach, the Head 
Start concept of providing 
medical and dental care and 
nutritional assistance will con­ 
tinue to be emphasized. 
Although no meals will be 
served for the home-based 
children. Head Start teachers 
will be ready to provide parents 
with information on meal 
preparation 


The main thrust of the 
program, however, will be 
educational and physical 
development. 


Each home will be visited at 
least once a week by a teacher, 
who will help a parent learn 
what activities will enhance his 
child's language development, 
for example 


Then, between visits, the 
parent will be expected to direct 
the activity himself at least three 
times. 
Other parts of the program 
will include field trips and group 
experiences 


Families can seek acceptance 
to either the traditional or home- 
based program if they qualify 
under 
federal 
poverty 
guidelines. 


This year, those guidelines say 
a family with two children can 
earn as much as $4,320 and still 
qualify. The programs, 
applications for which are being 
accepted now. will begin Sept 4. 


New Refineries 
Worth $1 Billion 
Being Planned 


Tulsa. Okla. (AP) —■ Com­ 
mitments for more than $1 
billion worth of new oil 
refineries have been made by 12 
U.S. companies since President 
Nixon’s energy policy message 
April 18. the Oil and Gas Journal 
reported Monday 
The new or expanded plants 
will have a capacity of 1 13 
rrtlllon barrels daily. 
However, the additional supp­ 
ly will not become available un­ 
til 1976 because of needed con­ 
struction time, the trade 
magazine said 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
Watergate committee went on summer 
vacation Tuesday, in the 10th week of its 
hearings, without quite completing the 
first phase of its inquiry into the 
Democratic headquarters break-in and 
the subsequent cover-up 
The hearings will reopen “subject to 
call of the chairman." sometime after 
Labor Day four weeks hence. 
As.st. Atty Gen Henry E Petersen was 
the final and 35th witness on the 37th day 
of televised hearings that began May 17 
Some 7.500 pages of testiony have been 
taken 
Petersen angrily told the committee he 
resents appointment of a special 
Watergate prosecutor—and the Senate’s 
championing of that position—at a time 
when the case was nearly solved. 
“ Damn, I think it’s a reflection on me 
and the Department of Justice." 
Petersen .said in a near shout 
Petersen, the man in over-ail charge of 
the Watergate investigation from the 
start, strongly defended his prosecutors 
for their work and he was critical over ap­ 
pointment of the special prosecutor 
"We would have broken that case wide 
open and we would have done it in the 
most difficult of circumstances .. that 
case was snatched out from under us 
when we had it 90 per cent complete. ” he 
said. 
The explosion came as Petersen, the 
last witness before the committee goes 
into recess until next month with the rest 
of Congress, was defending the lack of in­ 
dictments a few months ago when the 
Justice Department had a great deal of 
information about the Watergate break-in 
and cover-up 
“ Forgive my emotions," Petersen said 
after his outburst. “ I’ve been there too 
long and this has been a terrible year” 
The blunt-speaking Petersen, testifying 
rapidly and in a gravelly voice said, “ I re­ 
sent the employement of a special 
prosecutor" but came to the conclusion 
later that it was necessary “ because of 
the temper and the attitude of the 
Senate.” He said if he had been a senator 
he might have taken the same position. 
“Who made the dei'ision to appoint a 
special prosecutor^^’ he was asked by 
Sen. Herman E. Talmadge. D-Ga 


“ I think it was the Pre.sident” 
“That's what I thought,” Talmadge 
said “ You indicated it was the Senate” 
“The President didn’t want to do it," 
Petersen responded. “ I didn’t want to, 
but I finally recognized it was necessary. 
To my view, the Senate made it 
necessary." 
Petersen also testified that when he 
told President Nixon in mid-April that 
the department has learned of the 1971 


FJlsberg psychiatrist’s break-in. Nixon 
replied 
“ I know about that That's a national 
security matter You stay out of it It - 
your job to investigate Watergate ' 
But Petersen hastened to add he i>n f 
sure whether Nixon meant he knew about 
the break-in itself, or the repf»rt of it that 
had reached federal prosecutors 
Petersen said he pondered the -atii.i 
tion. discussed it with his staff and tinallv 
determined that the Ellsberg trial jiidiie 
should be informed On April 25 he talkf’d 
with Atty. Gen Richard G Kleindien-t 
who agreed to approach the Pr(‘sident 
again 
This time the President readily agreed 
the information should be transmitted. 
Petersen said, and it was. resulting even­ 
tually in termination of the f¥ntagon 
Papers trial of Daniel Ellsberg 
Petersen said the President had be<>n 
criticized unfairly on the matter, adding 
"I think the ultimate thing is that he 
came up with the right answer " 
Kleindienst. who preceded Petersen 
to the witness chair, had recounted hi> 
shock on learning April 15 about high- 
reaching involvement in the Watergate 
scandal and of telling the story to a 
“ dumbfounded ... very upset" Presi­ 
dent 
But Petersen, who sat in on a second 
meeting with the President and Klein 
dien.st that day. described Nixon as con­ 
cerned. but said. "I admired his calm 
"Nothing was said to me that night that 
would implicate the President ot thi* 
United States," Kleindienst said 
Petersen, too. said he was unaware un- 
il that time of the cover-up. but he 
iuspected something was wrong 
He insisted that no time was there any 
effort to stop or slow down the investiga- 
tion. 
"The only thing that could be possibly 
cast in that category was a call from 
(John D.) Ehrlichman in connection with 
the Stans subpoena. There was pressure 
to get indictments out by Sept I. but we 
couldn’t do it." 


The fact that the Justice Department 
allowed former Secretary of Commerce 
Maurice H Stans to give a deposition to 
U.S 
attorneys—rather than appear 
before the Watergate grand jury, had dis­ 
mayed some of the senators, particularly 
committee Chairman Sam J Ervin J r , 
D-NC 
Kleindienst said he took the full 
responsibility for the action, saying it was 
done to protetd a public figure from un­ 
due publicity And Petersen said the 
same deposition privilege was extended 
to White House aides Charles W Colson.

Beef Crisis Spreads 
Beyond Dinner Table

It looks like the btH*f shortage just may 
affect more than the meals we put on our 
tables 


The long-term effeets of the dosing of 
packing and slaughter houses may be felt 
in industries which rely heavily on beef 
bv-products. 


And those effects ot the shortage 
already are taking their toll in local in­ 
dustries involved in the manufacture of 
niinv commodities, from soaps to skins. 
When a steer goes to market virtually 
no part of the animal is wasted Even the 
by-products — bones, blood, scraps, 
glands, organs, and fat — have their uses 
“ Whenever they don’t kill cattle, there 
are no hides." said John A Kaye, vice 
president of Omaha Packer Hide, Inc., 
where production has been cut 30” . The 
tanning industry will be perhaps the 
hardest hit of the industries using beef 
by-products. 


Although the plant hasn’t yet run out of 
hides which are processed and made 
ready for tanneries, Kaye reported. "If 
they keep this freeze on until Sept. 12, it 
wili make it very difficult" to keep the 
doors open. 


Is it going to get worse before it gets 
better*’ 
"Ask Nixon." Kaye replied 
Are you going to have to close your 
doors'* 
“ There’s only one man who can answer 
that; you want his phone number^” he 
said. 
He lives on Pennsylvania Avenue in 
Washington** 
“Right!” 
The availability of alternate ingredients 
has eased some of the problems In the 
feed industry where meat scraps and 
blood have been used extensively. The 
alternative is soybean meal 


That technique is being applied at the 
Ralsion-Purina Co., of Lincoln, where, 


according to production manager John 
IJddick, soybean meal has been sub­ 
stituted for meat scraps. 


The use of meat scraps also is an op­ 
tional process at Gooch Feed Mill Corp., 
of Lincoln said John Naseman who in­ 
dicated that “ we can formulate around 
them.” 
The beef shortage also has had an im­ 
pact in the medical field. 


Cancer research, which is dependent on 
calf serum, already is feeling the pinch. 
And diabetics lequiring insulin have 
other, more immediate concerns. Insulin 
comes from the beef pancreas. 
But A. Craig O’Brien, president of the 
Lincoln Drug Co., a pharmaceutical 
wholesale supply house, noted that there 
is “an adequate supply of insulin on 
hand” 


Dorsey Laboratories of Lincoln, which 
iKes beef enzymes in the manufacuture of 
pharmaceuticals, hasn’t encountered any 
problems, so far, as a result of the beef 
and beef by-products shortage, according 
to John Meyerhoff. 
However, problems are being met at 
Norden Laboratories of Lincoln, which 
makes veterinary drugs 
“Vitamin tablets used for pets have a 
base containing a considerable amount of 
liver and we can't get liver nght now,” 
said Dan Hinnah. market research 
manager Hinnah also said that Norden 
uses beef organs which are becoming 
more and more difficult to obtain as 
slaughter houses close. 
The dwindling supply of beef by­ 
products also is taking its toll in the soap 
industry which requires animal fat. 


The Omaha branch office of the Purex 
Corp, Ltd., the sole national source of 
Sweetheart Soap is in short supply of beef 
fat. 


“It will shut us down if we can’t get 
any," said Gordon Moore, production 
manager of the Omaha division which 
employs 200 persons.

the community. I think that 
Scherer, with his knowledge of 
Lincoln and of city government. 


will be able to initiate a positive 
people oriented approach to 
community development” 
The new department includes

ministrator’s Office, governmen­ 
tal liason, Lincoln Alcohol Safe­ 
ty Action Project, the Commis­ 
sion on Aging and other human 
serxices projects. 
Scherer said the job will be a 
great challenge, with areas of 
top priority to be neighborhood 
conservation and redevelop­ 
ment.

In an effort to establish an of­ 
ficial policy on the on and oft 
sale of beer on Sunday in the 
county, the board held a public 
hearing at which the com­ 
missioners were told that 
revocation of Sunday beer would 
he economically disastrous. 


Attorney 
Paul Gaiter, 
representing four taverns which 
hold permits to sell beer on Sun­ 
day, urged the board not “to 
wipe them out with one stroke of 
the pen” 
He said a major portion of 
those establishments’ business is 
conducted on Sunday and to 
withdraw that permit would be 
Kagle Raceways— Sun.

compelled to produce the 
material, “ from that moment it 
would be simply impossible for 
any president of the Cnited 
States to function.’ 


“ A president would be 
helpless if he and his advisers 
could not talk freely, if they 
were required always to guard 
their words against the possibili­ 
ty that next month or next year 
those words might be made 
public,’’ the brief said 
"The 
issue in this case is nothing less 
than the continued existence of 
the presidency as a functioning 
institution ”

The brief filed by Buzhardt

The White House contended 
that the President’s letter to 
Sirica on July 25 notifying the 
judge that he would not comply 
with the Cox subpoena 
"constitut«? a valid and formal 
claim of executive privilege by 
Richard M. Nixon in his official 
capacity as President of the 
Cnited States to withhold infor­ 
mation the disclosure of which 
he has determined would be con­ 
trary to the public interest." 
The brief said that presidential 
papers have a unique status, and 
that they often are kept con­ 
fidential tor years, for security 
reasons or because they are per­ 
sonal or highly sensitive 
"These reasons apply with 
special force when recordings of 
presidential conversations are 
sought." the brief said. "Recor­ 
dings are the raw material of 
lite. By their very nature thev 
contain spontaneous, informal, 
tentative and frequently pungent 
comments on a variety of sub­ 


jects inextricably intertwined 
into one conversation 
A ruling that the President "is 
personally subject to the orders 
of a court would effectively 
destroy the status of the 
executive branch as an equal and 
coordinant 
element 
of 
government," the brief said 
"There is no precedent that can 
be said to justify or permit such 
a result. 
"On the contrary, it is clear 
that while courts and their grand 
juries have the power to seek 
evidence ot all persons, in­ 
cluding the President, the Presi­ 


dent has the power and thus the 
privilege to withhold informa­ 
tion if he concludes that dis­ 
closure would be contrary to the 
public interest. 
"The President is answerable 
to the nation but not to the 
courts, 
"The courts, a co-equal but 
not a superior branch of govern­ 
ment. are not free to probe the 
mental processes and the private 
confidences of the ITesident and 
his advisers To do so would be a 
clear violation of the con­ 
stitutional separation of 
powers ’’

Boost OKd For

WASHINCTON l AI’ i - The 
Federal Power Commission 
Tuesday issued a new rate 
schetlule more than doubling the 
ceiling price tor new natural gas 
produced in the Permian Basin 
area »»f Texas and .New .Mexico 
There was no immediate in­ 
dication how much impact the 
decision would have on the 
prices paid by the ultimate con­ 
sumer of natural gas 
Under the rates set in 1965. so- 
called "old gas" was limited to a 
price, paid by pipelii»e c^mo- 
pames to the producers, of 14 5 
cents per l.tXRi cubic feet and 
"new gas' limited to 16.5 cents 
In Tuesday's decision, the rate 
for old gas was increased to 23 
cents while new gas jumped to 
33 cents 
The commission expressed 
hopes that the new rates would 
stimulate, and help pay for. in­ 
creased exploration and develop­ 
ment ot new sources ot natural 
gas. currently considered in 
short supply, 
The commission classified as 
"old gas■' any Permian Basin gas 
produced under contract dated 
on or before Oct 1.

Critical Nixon Decisions 


Opportunity Denied 


It appears as if it will be a rough go for many 
financially needy Nebraska college students who 
had hoped to attend classes again this fall Earlier 
predictions of a money drought affecting students 
who need outside assistance were reaffirmed this 
week by student loan officials 
The problem has arisen because of cutbacks in 
federal programs designed to provide funds to 
financially needy student- And the problem has 
been compounded in Nebraska because the state 
investment council has decided not to continue par­ 
ticipating in a student loan program authorized by 
the 1971 Legislature 
At the University of Nebraska's campuses in 
Lincoln, the federal cutbacks mean that about 1.900 
students who had expected to receive money won t 
get it Last year, according to Jack Ritchie director 
of financial aids, the NT aid office was able to 
provide some funds to all students who showed a 
financial need which met the criteria set by the of­ 
fice This year, however, only students with needs 
of $1.500 or more for the year will be able to obtain 
money. Ritchie said 
Thus those who can establish the most need 
will be helped But those financially marginal 


student- and those who definitely need at least 
some aid beyond their own means to provide — 
and there are many of them — will be cut short 
This presents another variance with 
Nebraska's traditional intent in education The 
equality of opportunity for those who wish a higher 
education i- somewhat lacking 


The state, in order to offset in part its 
stinginess in providing tax funds to operate the un­ 
iversity. raises tuition and fees Then the federal 
government and the state further clobber the stu­ 
dent bv withdrawing many of the financial aid 
programs. And the situation is worsened for many 
of the students by a potential shortage in part-time 
jobs 


It may be true, as Ritchie said, that "it 
depends on motivation If a student wants to come 
back bad enough, he will find other ways to get the 
money 
But many of those who want an education 
and who would benefit by it and pass along that 
benefit, will not be able to get the money or will be 
discouraged in trying to get it. 
And this results in an inexcusable waste of 
talent, of human resources. 


WASHINGTON - The big 
question here now is how Presi­ 
dent Nixon can govern the coun­ 
try until 1977. and much depends 
on how he approaches this 
critical task of reconciliation in 
the next few months 
The plan now is for him to 
make a mator speech to the 
ration probably between the 
12th and 15th of this month, and 
shortly after that, he will 
probably have to respond to a 
decision by the Supreme Court 
on whether to hand over rele­ 
vant parts of his Watergate 
tapes, if so ordered by the 
highest judicial body in the land 


Right now the outlook for 
reconciliation is not good The 
Congress is on the hunt not onlv 
for facts about the Watergate, 
hut about the President's 
houses, and the President is not 
in a compromising mood. He has 
avoided a constitutional crisis bv 
agreeing to obey the will of the 
( ongress in ending the bombing 
of Cambodia, but in doing so. he 
has sought to make Congress 
responsible for whatever 
happens in the future not onlv in 
( ambodia but the rest of In­ 
dochina. 


His view of the Watergate 
hearing- was expressed not only 
in his refusal to hand over the 
tapes dealing with criminal 
charges, but in his toast to 
Premier Tanaka of Japan the 
other evening in the White 
House. 
He and Tanaka he said, were 
"total friends and cooperators 
for peace, and then he added 
"so let others spend their time 
on small, vicious, murkv unim­ 
portant little things.'' This was 
not the first time he complained 
about those "wallowing" in 
trivialities, and of course the 
same attitu d e has been 
dramatized in the Watergate 
testimony of Haldeman and 
Ehrliehman. who seem even 
now to think they did nothing 
wrong and even insist on reading 
moral lectures to the Congress 


This is obviously not the way 
to reconciliation 
The current 
WJute House line is that the Er­ 
vin committee and the press are 
out to get" the President and 
that the President is just biding 
his time until the Watergate 
committee breaks for the 
summer recess when his 
“ counteroffensive" will begin 
and that even if the Supreme 
Court orders him to hand over 
testimony from his White House 
tapes, he will not obey such an 
order 
Fortunatelv, other voices in 
the 
a d m in is tra tio n 
are 
expressing more moderate 
themes. In a speech here the 
other night. Henrv Kissinger, the 
President's national security ad­ 
viser. remarked that foreign 
policv was “ an expression of the 
collective spirit and common 
aspirations of the entire nation 
. . . Foreign policy is. and must 
he the expression of a national 
and not a partisan purpose .. ." 
“ The consensus that sustained 
our international participation. 
Kissinger added, is in danger of 
being exhausted 
It must he* 
restored We are tired of turmoil 
and exhausted by effort 
There can be no moratorium in 
the quest for a peaceful world. 
And as we pursue that quest, we 
will need to draw upon the coun­ 
try's best minds, no matter what 
their partisan political persua­ 
sion — not on a bipartisan but on 
a non-partisan basis

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Here are two quite different 
approaches to the present crisis 
and it is fairly obvious that there 
is little chance of restoring a 
non-partisan foreign policy if the 
President is going to try to

Foreign

Acting on an idea offered some wt*eks ago by 
new Councilwoman Sue Bailey, the City Council 
Monday hired a consultant to take the first step in 
assessing human service needs in Lincoln 
Dick Gilliland, former director of planning for 
the State Economic Opportunity Office, is charged 
with making recommendations on spending federal 
revenue sharing funds on human service programs. 
In effect he will be making up a priority list of 
which services should receive city attention In ad­ 
dition. by an August 22 deadline, Gilliland is to 
prepare a report on the over-all human service 
needs in the community, the responsibility of the 
city to meet those needs, how to implement his 
recommendations and the possible costs involved 
For his two weeks-plus effort, Gilliland will be paid 
up to $2 000 His employment will be terminated 
August 22 as he is leaving the city after that date. 


Taking an initial step in this field is a laudable 
action on the part of the council, and Gilliland may­ 
be as able as anyone who would accept the respon­ 
sibility, but if the council thinks that it will get 
much more than a scratch across the surface in this 
short a time it mav be kidding itself 


Questions arise whether or not the city’s legal 
staff or corporation council could have undertaken 
the initial two-weeks assessment or if an outside 
consultant should not have been employed from 
the start. We aren't satisfied that those questions 
have been answered 


It seems that in hiring a consultant for a quick 
two-week job with no chance of retaining him if his 
recommendations point to the need for further 
assistance, the council is taking a hit-and-miss ap­ 
proach to a worthwhile project 


WASHINGTON - More than 
ever, the Navy seems to be made 
up of steel ships and wooden 
men. 
Documents intended for the 
eyes only of top Navy brass tell 
how the fleet has been 
measurably weakened by mis­ 
management of ship repairs, 
which keep vessels in port far 
longer than necessary-. 
In shipyards run by the Navy 
itself and in others operated by 
private industry. Navy inspec­ 
tors have found strong evidence 
of inefficiency, waste and greed. 
In Norfolk. Va.. where ship 
repairs are handled by private 
shipyards under the direction of 
the Navy, the inspectors found:

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WASHINGTON - Ii an avid 
football fan cannot buy a ticket 
to see his home team play 
because the stadium is sold out. 
shouldn't he be able to watch 
that 
team play on local 
television9 
Putting the question that way, 
the answer is obvious: of course 
he should, and any "blackout" of 
local team TV is a public-be- 
damned action by money- 
grubbing promoters 


Hut let’s put it another way: 
Should any seller — of goods, of 
services, of a ticket to a show — 
be forced by go\ernment fiat or 
public pressure to give away 
what he seeks to sell? 


The frozen-out fans say they 
are demanding television only 
when the games are sold out at 
the stadium, the National Foot­ 
ball League replies that the 
likelihood of local telecast would 
surely cut attendance, leading to 
a "90% of sellout" demand, and 
so on down. 
The fans say that the teams 
have been given great economic 
boons by city-sponsored con­ 
struction of stadia, and therefore 
have a duty to the community as 
a whole, the league replies that 
most of those communities de­ 
pend for the repayment of 
stadium bonds on the income 
from concessions and parking, 
which television, by cutting 
attendance, would reduce. 
The fans sav that television

has heightened interest in foot­ 
ball. helping to make it a finan­ 
cial success the league replies 
that nearly half its games are not 
sellouts now. and if local televi­ 
sion were forced upon teams, 
attendance would drop until 
football became reduced to a 
studio sport, without the color 
and zest that partisan crowds 
screaming on the sidelines give it 
today. 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
At this moment, the National 
Football League is negotiating 
with television networks to put 
together a package for the next 
five years. By virtue of an anti­ 
trust exemption given all sports 
leagues, 
professional 
football 
can negotiate as a single unit, 
not team-by-team: The figure 
being talked about is over S250 
million 
In government terms, a 
quarter of a billion dollars is no 
big deal (but as Paul Hoffman 
used to say. a billion here, a 
billion there, after awhile it 
begins to add up to real money). 
More important than the size of 
the deal is the inexorable trend 
in economic philosophy that the 
attack on the "local blackout" 
uncovers. 
The economic conservatives 
would make the argument that a 
business serves the entire free 
enterprise system best by- 
keeping its eye on the bottom 
line — that is. by generating 
profits for its stockholders, not 


by indulging its executives' 
social fancies or philanthropies 
with corporate funds. In that 
way, dividends are paid, 
employes' jobs are more secure, 
and the public is provided the 
greatest value at the lowest price 
through the discipline of com­ 
petition

The economic liberal might 
say that the public interest 
overrides ail these con­ 
siderations, and since competi­ 
tion is too otten weak or im­ 
perfect. the public interest is 
sometimes best determined not 
by invisible market forces and 
interpersonal dealings, but by 
political leadership that can 
divine and carry out the dictates 
of the conscience of the com­ 
munity. 


Politicians can usually be 
found where the votes are. and 
the votes in the case of home­ 
town blackouts are with the fans 
who want to sit home and watch 
their home team play Even the 
President, who does not or­ 
dinarily favor government intru­ 
sion and a*onorruc controls, has 
let his fervor as a fan outweigh 
his somew hat battered economic 
conservatism. 


As might be expected, the 
courts are resisting the popular 
pressure; no challenge to home- 


team blackouts has even been 
successfully carried in court

Y e t. in th is im passe, 
something has to give. This is 
what we can expect to happen: 
The league will delay as long 
as it can (it is tempting to say

"the situation is one of being in 
extremis before notifying all 
concerned." 


—The shipbuilding super­

ma ny o f the o fficers a ssig ned a re 
no t co mpetent a nd o thers a re in­ 
ex perienced. 


In their wide-ranging critique 
of the Norfolk operation. the in­ 
spectors said they did not want 
to single out Norfolk for rebuke. 
"The nature of the problems

private shipyards under the 
cognizance of a supervisor of

Cronberg told the 130 conser­ 
vationists attending the 
Northern Plains Area meeting of 
the national conservation 
organization that the Nebraska 
law would not work for every 
state, but the concept for 
merging smaller districts into 
larger more effective districts 
was a step in the right direction 


Cronberg cited better funding, 


full time personnel and better 
use of a\ailable resources as ad­ 
vantages of such a system. 


Peter Jackson. NACD director 
from Montana said. “ You have a 
good system here but I do think 
you might have developed it 
with a little less squabbling ” 
Herman lank, president of the 
Nebraska Association of 
Resource Districts pointed out 
that it was easier for the Soil 
Conservation Service and the 
Army Corps of Engineers to 
work with a smaller number of 
districts than with a large 
number of districts 
Robert McPhail, staff assis­ 
tant for Water and Power 
Resources, ILS Department of 
Interior in Washington D C . dis­ 
cussed government actions 
related to the concern over the 
development of coal mines in 
several plains states 
"The present study is not 
designed to develop the coal 


The study now involves 7 


groups of scientists, each of 
whom are responsible for a 
separate area of the study. The 
report is supposed to be ready 
for printing on July 1, 1974. 


McPhail said there were 
several possible routes that 
development of the coal 
resources could take 
"They 
could move along present lines 
of development, which involve 
local 
industrial development, 
they could build power plants at 
the mine sites and export elec­ 
tricity. they could simply mine 
the coal and export it. or they 
could possibly convert the coal 
to gas and ship the gas out of the 
area,” he said 
During the business meeting 
the group passed three 
resolutions. One asked that the 
federal government remove the 
freeze on hiring of new 
technicians for the Soil Conser­ 
vation Service 
A second resolution asked that 
a detailed study of the effect of 
strip mining of coal in the 
northern plains states would 
have on the environment be 
studied thoroughly.

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C. Davis Quits 
Investigative Job 


OMAHA, Neb (AP)—Clifford 
H Davis has resigned as an in­ 
vestigator 
for 
the 
Douglas 
County Public Defender's office 
following his arrest on a fire­ 
arms charge, even though au 
thorities said it was not ex­ 
pected to stand up in court 
Davis is an ex-convict, and 
public defender Frank Morrison 
called his appointment to the 
post seven months ago ‘a noble 
experiment 
Davis. 46. and his son Roder­ 
ick 
Rick” Davis. 28. were ar­ 
rested Monday when police 
stopped their car in a search for 
narcotics. No narcotics were 
found Police said they exten­ 
sively dismantled the au­ 
tomobile in a search for heroin 
they believed was there 
Later. Rick Davis said a pistol 
found on the front seat of the car 
was registered to him "1 always 
carry it in my business.” he said 
‘ And there are several 
policemen who have stopped me 
in the past to make, checks who 
will vouneh that I carry it 
Young Davis is an insurance 
executive 
Clifford Davis was charged 
with being a felon in possession 
of a firearm and released on a 
$1,000 signature bond However. 
Lvn Carey Jr., an attorney from 
the public defender’s office, ad­ 
vised a judge that the charge 
“ will probably be dismissed at 
the preliminary hearing 


Clifford Davis, on parole until 
1981, confirmed a claim by po­ 
lice that he flew from Montreal 
to Chicago Sunday night He said 
he went to Canada earlier in the 


weekend to watch the Montreal 
Expos play the Chicago Cubs in 
baseball. 
Police said their information 
showed that Rick Davis met Clif­ 
ford in Chicago and the two 
drove all night to Omaha. Two 
Omaha police undercover offi 
cers followed the Davis car from 
Des Moines to where it was 
stopped in Omaha on Interstate 
480 near Creighton University, 
police said 
Rick Davis snudile had been in 
Chicago for three days on in­ 
surance related business 
Clifford Davis was sentenced 
to prison in 1968 for the Nov 7. 
1967 burglary of the First Na 
tionai Bank at Hickory Fait. 
Miss 
Davis worked the last 
seven months with the public 
defender's office under a feder­ 
ally funded program As an ex- 
convict. Davis worked with con­ 
victed persons awaiting senten­ 
cing to help the court determine 
proper punishments and 
rehabilitation 
Davis showed a reporter a copy 
of court papers which police 
gave him in which he is im­ 
plicated as having had several 
“ conversations" in recent 
months with known heroin 
pushers 
"It was my job to associate 
with these people.” Davis said 
"If I didn't associate with them. 
I didn’t get my job done 


"As long as a man is in a job 
like that one. there will always 
be accusations and implications 
but that's part of the job," he 
said

Board Vice Chairman Paul 
Kennedy, one of three members 
given the job of forming the 
committee, said they believe 
that 150 — rather than 200 — will 
be closer to the actual size 


Kennedy said tentative plans 
call for the committee to consist 
of at least one representative 
from each school, which would 
be at least 95 persons, and the 
remainder to come from civic 
organizations 
He said a list of some 45 or­ 
ganizations has been drawn up 


for consideration and others are 
invited to request represen­ 
tation by 4 p.m. Thursday 
He said it’s possible the com­ 
mittee* will meet in full before 
school starts Sept 4 After an 
organizational meeting the com­ 
mittee probably will be broken 
down into smailer task forces. 


Kennedy and some other 
board members expressed dis­ 
appointment Monday night that 
the Urban League said it would 
not be represented The league 
urged other groups to refuse 
also 
Urban League Executive Di­ 
rector James Evans said the 
"committee as spelled out 
seems ridiculous. We’re not in­ 
terested in participating in what 
we see as a farce

Outstate Nehraska Bureau 
Syracuse — The soft colored 
light, filtered through stained 
glass windows, wraps an aura of 
stilled time about the elements 
of an era gone by. 


Yet the Otoe Museum of 


Memories, dedicated June 24, is 
not intended as a “ warehouse of 
historical artifacts,” said Francis 
I). Moul. 


“We want to make it a living 
sort of thing,” said Moul. presi­ 
dent of the Otoe County 
Museum Society Inc. 
One can step from yesterday 
through a great arch to today, 
where a wing of the museum 
serves as a meeting room and 
workshop area, and the walls are 
replete with paintings, done by 
members of the Old Church Art 
Guild. 


Artists Formed Guild 
"At the very' beginning.” Moul 
said, "we started out with 
museum and history buffs.” 
Then area artists formed the 
guild as a separate group 
The guild's name derives from 
the First Lutheran Church, 
whose congregation disbanded 
and donated the church, the par­ 
sonage. a garage and the land to 
the society. 


Its members envision an area 


cultural center in the buildings, 
with the museum the first step. 


Admission to the museum is 


free, but patrons can choose a 
membership either in the society 
or the guild, which Moul said 


have "a very close working 
relationship ” 
"It has meant an awful lot to 
the success of the museum, he 
said. "The artists did all the 
backdrops and signs’ for the dis­ 
plays, which society members 
built and arranged. 
‘Good Job’ 
Wendell Frantz, curator of the 
State Historical Society’s Lin­ 
coln museum, said. “ As local 
museums go. they've done a 
good job with their display 
techniques and local history 
‘ They're getting a lot of infor­ 
mation out in a small amount of 
space.” Frantz said 
Four rooms built in the old 
church sanctuary depict life 
styles of turn of the century 
Nebraska. 


A red-and-white "name quilt 
embroidered with early Talmage 
area settlers' names brightens 
the bedroom 
Other period 
pieces include an antique 
dresser, chamber pot. a hair 
receiver and corset bag 
In the kitchen, a mannequin in 
period clothing prepares pan­ 
cakes over an old wood-burning 
stove And the flapjacks are real. 
Moul said. 


Iron Muffin Tins 
Around the imaginary griddle 
smells lie churns, butter molds, 
a cherry pitter. a kerosene lamp, 
a pine table, iron corn muffin 
tins and an antique high chair. 
The walls and front of the 
general store were milled from 
two cottonwood trees by Robert 
Fey and Charles Clark of 
Palmyra. 


Inside are an early coffee 
grinder and beans, fabrics and 
harnesses, stone jars, crockery 
and dishes, tea cans, and. 
naturally, the old cracker barrel. 


Mrs. Evelyn Winkelhake of 
Dunbar donated a black bag 
owned by Dr 
Christian T 
Gritzka who practiced more than 
50 years in Diller. Lorton and 
Talmage. Although the pills have 
doubtless lost their efficacy, the 
doctor’s old vials promise com­ 
fort for the ague and other 
ailments. 
The museum owns some of 
the items, including those in 
case and wall displays, and 
others are on loan. 
Valuable Bottles 
One case display contains 
more than $800 worth of old 
bottles. 
Louis Witte and Robert Zahn 
of Syracuse unearthed from the 
Brownell Watershed an im­ 
posing collection of Indian stone 
artifacts on display in the 
museum. 


"They were all found right 
around Syracuse,” Moul said, 
adding it’s believed "there was a 
trading village near Syracuse at 
one time.” 


Another local man. Larry Lar­ 
son, stuffed and mounted 
Nebraska game birds for another 
display, and the artists painted a 
natural backdrop 
"All the local members ’ - 
about 30 or 40 of them — "did all 
the work themselves.' 
Moul 
said 
He credited Mrs. Esther 


McClary and Mrs. Joyce Severs, 
both of Syracuse, who "really 
did the lion's share of the work” 
getting the museum open 
“ We wanted to make sure that 
something of enduring value 
came out of the Centennial,” 
Moul said, and only a year after 
mustering ideas, the museum's 
doors opened. 
In addition to changing 
exhibits on a regular basis, Moul 
said the society wants “ to raise 
$10,000 to fix up the old par­ 
sonage” for use as an actix ities 
center in the museum complex. 
For the grounds, he said, 
“ We’ve got a couple of old mill 
stones we re going to bring up 
from Unadilla.” 
Moul said "We hope to put up 
another building to store antique 
vehicles,” with completion eyed 
by the nation's bicentennial 
celebration 
Now the museum is funded 
with county money, an in­ 
heritance from the Centennial, 
and is selling about $3,090 worth 
of Centennial items, mostly 
coins, Moul said. The society 
also accepts donations. 


Besides Moul. other museum 
officers are Bill Van Housen, 
vice president; 
Norman 
Rodaway of Unadilla. secretary . 
Mrs Barbara Coulter, treasurer, 
and Holland Johnson, corpora­ 
tion treasurer 
The Otoe Museum of 
Memories is open Sundays from 
1-5 p.m., and Mondays from 2-5 
p.m. Society members will 
accept appointments to show the 
museum at other times.

of strikes by I'.S fighter planes 
as much as 100 miles into Cam* 
bodian territory', two former Air 
Force 
intelligence

Services Committee. 
Ihev said that American air 
power was routinely used in 
direct combat support of the 
Camb<»dian 
government, 
con­ 
trary to public statements bv the 
Nixon administration in 1970 
Form er Air Force Capt. 
(leorge R 
Moses of Falls 
Church. Va.. said that between 
May 1970. when C S. troops 
were dispatched into (’ambodia. 
and April 1971 he daily covered 
up several flights of F S war 
planes w(*st of the Mekong River 
in Cambodia 


Me said V S tactical aircraft 
were often called to the defense 
of the Cambodian troops under 
sieg<* from insurgents in various 


towns not far from the capital 
city of Phnom Penh. 
Moses and Air Force Capt 
Maurice O'Connell said that 
when the figher planes returned, 
their missions were reported as 
having been conducted east of 
the Mekong River in an area 
close to the tri-border area of 
I.aos. South Vietnam and Cam­ 
bodia 
Their testim ony was an 
offshoot of earlier revelations 
that 3.630 strikes in Cambodia by 
B52 bombers during the 14 
months preceding May 1970 
were falsely reported to have oc­ 
curred elsewhere. 
The statements by Moses and 
O'Connell were the first public 
testimony that records were 
falsified of raids by smaller, tac­ 
tical aircraft in Cambodia after 
May 1970 


The Pentagon, meanwhile, in­ 
formed the committee that 156 
tactical air strikes were carried 
out in a covert operation which 
began six davs before U.S. 


troops entered (’ambodia in 
1970. 
The Pentagon said the figure 
covered tactical raids that took 
place in April and May 1970 and 
that a check was being made to 
see if there were more such raids 
later 
In a letter to the committee, 
Deputy Secretary of Defense 
William dements said that data 
on the strikes was discovered 
during a review of statistics 
stored in a computer system 
dem ents also notified the 
committee that the same review 
had identified 180 secret B52 
bombing stories conducted in 
Northern Laos 
These stories, 
from February 1970 to April 26. 
1972. had been listed as oc­ 
curring in South Vietnam and 
Cambodia. 
Pentagon officials previously 
had acknowledged to the com­ 
mittee that covert bombing 
op<Tations were carried out in 
Laos and they gave diplomatic 
reasons as the explanation for 
the secrecy 


U S officials said in 1970 that 
American air strikes in Cam­ 
bodia might benefit the Phnom 
Penh government but only as a 
by-product of their primary job 
of protecting American troops 
from North Vietnamese forces in 
sanctuary areas of Cambodia 
adjacent to the South Viet­ 
namese border. 
Announcing on June 3, 1970. 
that American troops would be 
out of Cambodia by the end of 
that month. President Nixon 
said in a televised address: 
“ T he 
on ly 
re m a in in g 
American activity in Cambodia 
after July 1 will be air missions 
to interdict the movement of 
enemy troops and materiel 
where I find it is necessary to 
protect the lives and security of 
our men in South Vietnam." 


The i’entagon announced two 
weeks later that U.S. fighter 
planes had been striking into 
Cambodia. It described the raids 
as interdiction of new enemy 
supply and troop concentrations.

New Heart Pacemakers 
Recharged Through Skin 


Silver Spring, Md. (AP) - The 
world’s first rechargeable im­ 
planted cardiac, pacemakers, 
which are recharged weekly 
through the intact skin, were 
reported Tuesday to be working 
successfully in a number of 
American patients. 
The patients include one over 
90 years old and a 33-year-old 
non-professional weight-lifter 
who works out regularly with 
bar-bells. 
The new devices were 
described as designed primarily 
to eliminate repeated surgical 
opt'rations required with con­ 
ventional pacemakers to replace 
run-down chemical batteries. 
The report came from scien­ 
tists of the Johns Hopkins 
University who developed the 
new rechargeable device. Made 
of stainless steel, it is about the 
size of a flat cigarette-lighter. 
The scientists said the new 
pacemakers could remain inside 
the hodv at least 20 years. And 


they said they can be recharged 
weekly by patients themselves 
by directing an electric current 
from a household outlet through 
the intact skin. 
The patient dons a small vest 
containing a special small 
recharging coil placed directly 
opposite the im planted 
pacemaker. The latter is im­ 
planted beneath the skin of the 
chest or abdomen and is linked 
to the heart by a wire. 
The Hopkins researchers said 
the new-type pacemakers are 
smaller, lighter and easier and 
faster to implantdhan either con­ 
ventional chemical-battery 
powered pacemakers or nuclear- 
powered ones. 
Wearers of conventional, non­ 
nuclear pacemakers must un­ 
dergo surgery every 18 months 
to two years to replace their 
chemical batteries. Atomic 
powered ones are rated to last at 
least 10 years.

News-Sentinel and the local 
board of health .said they found 
the birth certificate Tuesday 
after the newspaper obtained a 
court order permitting it to 
search the records. 
But R 
David Boyer, the newspaper's 
attorney, said the name of the 
father had been eradicated 
Boyer said the birth certificate 
was “obviously tampered with" 
and was the same certificate 
reliable .sources have identified 
as the one in question. 


The newspaper obtained the 
court order after health officials 
refused to release a copy of the 
certificate. The officials said that 
under state law, records of il­ 
legitimate births are confidential 
and can be opened only by court 
order. 
The Washington Post has said

much danger of dec la rer’s 


having three to the king, in 
which case he would follow low 
and so acquire an ex tra spade 
trick. 


The best way of try ing to 
overcome the contract is to lead 
the queen of spades at trick two. 
You hope to find South with the 
K-x -x or K-x of spades » nd 
partner with a quick entry card 
to lead another spade through 
dummy ’s J -9 after South has 
covered the queen with the king.

B\ RALPH and TERRY KOVEL 
Lighting the candle was easy but 
making the candle was a time consuming 
job for the housewife 150 years ago Fat 
was saved all winter and rendered The 
tallow was skimmed off to be used for the 
candles The tallow was hard and white. 
Wicks were made from flax and spun 
on a wheel The wicks were hung over a 
rod and the rod was lowered into the ket­ 
tle of tallow Two wicks were dipped at a 
time.

decorations with an additional design 
The raised design looks like the 
decorations on a birthday cake 
Dealers have been giving names to this 
ware for y ears Many of them refer to it 
as "moriagi ware." Some J apanese 
pieces of this period are marked "Nippon 
Roy al Moriy e ” This may be how the 


name evolved

Spring Valley , N Y — Ellen 
Zawel hasn t made her bed for 
two weeks Her rock garden has 
gone to weeds, her lawn needs 
mowing and her refrigerator is 
absolutely filthy , 
Mrs Zawel, y ou see has other 
things on her mind 
The tiny (4-foot 11-inch), 35- 
y ear-old housewife is presdient 
of the fledgling National Con­ 
sumer Congress <NCC) and right 
now she is in the midst of plan­ 
ning a nationwide consumer 
strike for Sept 
12. the day 
ceiling prices on meat are to be 
lifted. She also endorsed the food 
boy cott planned for Aug 6 by a 
C alifornia-based consum er 
group 
The reason for all this boy cott 
fren/.v is Phase 4 ot the ad­ 
ministration's economic game 
pla n, 
and 
t he r e s ul t a n t 
sky rocketing of prices in the last 
two weeks. As a result, the 
nation s consumer groups are 
rrtid as hornets 
“ We hope our strike will urge 
Congress to take long-ranÜe 
steps to break up monopolies 
a n d 
o t he r 
pr i c e - f i x i n g 
arrangem ents that keep all 
prices high.” said Mrs Zawel, as 
she sat is the kitchen of her six- 
bedroom Cape Cod home here, 
munching a tuna salad sandwich 


she had 
fixed in betw een 
telephone calls from all ov er the 
country 
“ W e r e not asking that 
business die,” she said, stabbing 
the air with her nght fist. 
We 
want to make business com­ 
petitiv e and profits reasonable, 
not exorbi t ant . 
We want 
products with quality instead of 
built-in obsolescence. And we 
want no more wheat deals or 
milk deals.” 
Mrs. Zawel (rhy m es with 
“owl"), who has a forceful, gar­ 
rulous manner, said she hopes to 
“fill the halls of Congress wall- 
to-wall with consumers” on 
Sept 
12. As the chief strike 
planner of the nation's major 
grass roots consumer group, she 
is on the v erge of becoming the 
next consumer adv ocate to gain 
celebrity s t a t us, . which she 
doesn't mind, “as long as it helps 
publicize the strike." 
As Mrs. Zawel spoke, two of 
her four adopted children, Rev a. 
4, and Joshua. 3. wandered in 
and out of the kitchen 
Mrs. 
Z a w e l 
has 
no 
f ul l t i m e 
housekeeper, only a baby -sitter 
whenev er consumer business 
takes her out of town. The fami­ 
ly shares the cooking and 
cleaning chores, she 
said, 
“ which is to say we don't do 
much cleaning." 
The other 


children are Aly ssa. 
10, and 
Leigh. 8. a boy . 
Her husband. Dr 
Daniel 
Zawel, is a psy chologist who has 
“v ery mixed feelings" about her 
inv olv ement with the NCC, she 
said, “ because I tend to be an ac­ 
tiv e person and when I take on 
something, I nev er say die ” He 
is also distressed, she said 
because so far he has had to 
finance her trav el expenses, a 
figure that now hov ers around 
$1,000 
Mrs. Zawel said that her three- 
month old group, based in 
Washington, has sev eral goals, 
including the rev ocation of the 
Econom ic Stabilization Act 
(ESA); the remov al from office 
of secretary of Agriculture Earl 
L 
Butz and Secretary of the 
Treasury George T. Schultz; and 
the 
r e o r g a n i z a t i o n 
of 
Congressional Agriculture com­ 


m ittees “ so farm ers a re n ’t 
making farm policy for con­ 
sumers.” 
“ If we re going to subsidize 
farmers with our taxes,” she 
said angrily , “ we shouldn’t hav e 
to subsidize them with high 
prices, too.” 
Mrs, Zawel is a nativ e New 
Yorker who flunked out of City 
College in 1958 soon after she 
met and fell in lov e with Daniel 
Zawel. (“Romance had a lot to 
do with it,” she adm itted, 
smiling.) She returned to college 
in the late 1960 s and was 
graduated 
from Herbert H 
Lehman College in 1970 with a 
major in political science and an 
impressiv e A av erage. 
As consumer adv ocates go, she 
is a relativ e latecomer to the 
mov ement. She first became in­ 
v olv ed last April in Spring Valley 
during the meat boy cott, and 


went on to become elected presi­ 
dent of the National Consumer 
Congress, an outgrowth of the 
meat boy cott, at the group’s first 
conv ention in Chicago last May , 
Mrs, Zawel, admits that she is 
not the modpl of perfection 
when it comes to play ing the 
consumer adv ocate around her 
house. Although her children eat 
fortified dry cereals, they are 
also allowed “one junk cereal a 
week," She said. And the used 
car she just bought, a 1988 Kar- 
man Ghia, is not recommended 
by the consumer’s union 
The Zawels buy most of their 
meat and staples through a bulk- 
buy ing food plan called Thrift- 
Pak. which costs them $212 a 
month Dr. Zawel buy s the rest 
of the food at a local super­ 
market. which has unit pricing, 
one of Mrs. Zawel s pet con­ 
sumer tools. 


She hesitates to recommend a 
food plan such as the one she 
belongs to. “I don't know how 
sound these plans are,” she ad­ 
mitted, a bit sheepishly “As a 
consum er adv ocate, 
I just 
hav en’t had the time to in­ 
v estigate my own plan to see if 
it’s doing the job for me 
Asked if she had any shopping 
hints for the consumer, she 
smiled, and rattled off three 
“Where there is unit pricing, use 
it!"-she said “Stay away from 
processed and prepared foods 
And buy house brands. The 
name brands do not giv e y ou 
better quality They just giv e y ou 
a bigger price because y ou're 
pay ing for adv ertising 
Mrs Zawel, who would like to 
run for electiv e office some day 
(“ that’s where the power is” ), 
said ;.he believ ed that the high 
food nriees and the so-called 


energy crisis hav e done much to 
awaken to consumerism persons 
who simply weren't interested 
before. 


‘ We’v e nev er had to worry 
about our basic essentials such 
as food and gas before," she 
said, “ and because we re 
becoming sensitized to that, 
we re becoming aware of the 
other things we re being raped 
on." 


Mrs 
Zawel, said the NCC 
currently has 500 coordinators 
throughout the country , who are 
in touch with 500,000 consumers
